Gather in Birmingham for 
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French Success Against the 
Troops of the Crown Prince 
Was Gained by a Surprise 
Attack. 


GERMANS ARE REPULSED 
IN CHAMPAGNE REGION 


There Is Also Activity 
Along British Front—Ital- 
ians Gain Against Austri- 
ans—Russians Continue to 
Drive Turks. 


London, May 15.—Little heavy fight- 
ing is in progress in any of the various 
war theaters. The French, in the 
Meuse hills, to the east of Verdun, in 
a surprise attack, have cleared the 
Germans from trenches over a front 
of about two hundred yards, and also 
have put down in Champagne several 
German attacks. Bombardments alone 
are taking place around Verdun. 

Along the British line in France 
bombardments and sapping operations 
are being carried on. East of Loos the 
Germans succeeded in gaining a foot- 
ing in British trenches, but were able 
to hold them only a few minutes un- 
der a counter attack. 

The Italians in the Monte Adamello 
zone have succeeded in occupying po- 
sitions in the sector between Crozzon 
di Fargordia and Crozzon di Lares, 
which are of great strategic value in 
their movement against Trent. The 
Italians also have made further prog- 
ress against the Austrians on Mount 
Sperone. 

Attacks by the Austrians to the north 
of Lenzumo were repulsed by the 
Italians. Elsewhere along this front 
there have been only artillery engage- 
ments. 

Artillery duels only 
from the Russian front. 

In the Caucasus region the Russians 
are continuing their advance against 
the Turks, according to Petrograd. In

 Bagdaé as its objective, the Turks are 
declared to have retreated precipitate- 
ly before the Russians, abandoning war 
material. The Russians are pressing on

The differences between Greece and 
the entente powers have been amica- 
bly settled, according to an announce- 
ment of the British foreign office. This 
announcement possibly means that 
Greece has acquiesced in the requests 
of the entente allies for permission for 
Serbian troops to cross Greece to Salo- 
niki from the island of Corfu. 


FIGHTING SHIFTS 
TO THE CHAMPAGNE. 


Paris, May 15.—The bombardment in 
the region of the Avocourt wood and 
Hill 304 in the Verdun section still 
continues, according to an official 
statement issued today by the French 
war office. In a small engagement 
west of Mount Tetu, in Champagne, the 
French captured 15 prisoners. Calm 
is reported on the rest of the front. 

The statement follows: 

“South of Somme, near Vermandovil- 
lers, we delivered a coup de main which 
permitted us to clear the enemy from a 
first line trench. 

“In Champagne there was great ar- 
tillery activity on both sides iff the sec- 
tors of Maisons de Champagne and the 
Butte du Mesnil. An invasion of a 
German work west of Mount Tetu per- 
mitted us to capture 15 prisoners. 

“In the Verdun region there were 
bombardments in the sector of the 
woods of Avocourt and Hill 304. 

“Calm is reported on the rest of the 
front.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“In Champagne a bombardment car- 
ried out this morning by the enemy in 
the region called Le Mesnil-~Les Maisons 
de Champagne was followed by several 
simultaneous attacks by small effec- 
tives at divers points on this front. A}] 
these attacks, arrested by our curtain 
of fire or repulsed by counter attacks, 
were fruitless. 

“In the region of Verdun there was 
an intermittent bombardment of our 
first and second lines west of the 
Meuse. 

“On the heights of the Meuse, a sud- 
den attack, for which preparation had 
been made by our artillery, was entire- 
ly successful. Our Patrols cleared the 
enemy trenches on a front of about 200 
metres and brought back prisoners. 

“Our artillery shelled enemy detach-

Birmingham, Ala., May 15.—Welcome 
meetings held this afternoon and to- 
night by the Confederated Southern 
Memorial association and the Sons of 
Veterans showed the thousands of old 
confederate soldiers and visitors to the 
twenty-sixth annual reunion that Bir- 
mingham is ready to receive them with 


open arms. 

The sessions of the reunion begin to- 
morrow morning and last through 
Thursday morning. Nearly two score 
special trains arriving today brought 
throngs from all sections of Dixie. The 
local committee in charge of arrange- 
ments predicted that the attendance 
will reach the hundred thousand mark. 

Talk of this being the last gathering 
of the gray-clad hosts found no echo 
among the old soldiers today, and Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Tulsa, Okla. both 
found support for the next meeting. 
Washington, D. C., also was said to be 
a bidder for the event, but there was 
no active campaign for that city. The 
arrival of about twenty bands, some of 
which were immediately pressed into 
service for the contending cities, added 
to the excitement of the first day. 

Harrison May Succeed Young. 

General Bennett Young, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., commander-in-chief of the 
veterans, together with his staff, ar- 
rived early in the day. General Young 
declared he is not an active candidate 
for re-election. General George P. 
Harrison, commander-in-chief of the 
Alabama division of the army of Ten- 
nessee, is spoken of as a probable suc- 
cessor to General Young. 

Because’of the heat wave which 
struck the city, palm beach suits will 
succeed the formal evening clothes for 
the big reunion balls Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights. These events at- 
tract hundreds of visitors to the an- 
nual reunions. Despite the weather, no 
reports of accident to old soldiers had 
been received by the police. 

Governor Charles Henderson, of Ala- 
bama; Mayor George B. Ward, of this 
city, and Mrs. W. J. Behan, president 
Seneral of the Confederated Southern 
Memorial association, welcomed the vis- 
itors at the afternoon meeting.

RURAL CREDITS BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Howsd, Hughes and Wal- 
ker Were Active in Perfect- 
ing Measure—Summary of 
the Bill’s Provisions. 


at 


Washington, May 15.—The Glass ru- 
ral credits bill, providing for a feder- 
al farm loan board and a system of 
twelve land banks, passed the house 
late today by a vote of 295 to 10. A 
similar measure already has passed the 
senate and the differences probably 
will be worked out soon in conference. 

Little opposition was encountered by 
the bill. Under its terms, the land 
banks would lend money to farmers at 
not more than six per cent interest, 
through local loan associations, on 
mortgages running from five to thirty- 
six years. The mortgages would be 
used by the ‘banks as the basis for 
farm loan bonds. 

Many Differences to Be Adjusted. 

There are many differences between 
the senate and house bills to be adjust- 
ed. The senate measure would capital- 
ize each farm loan bank at $500,000, 
the house’s at $750,000. The senate 
would authorize loan associations with 
unlimited liability; the house would 
not. The senate would limit loans on 
lands to 50 per cent, with no recogni- 
tion of improvements; the house pro- 
poses to grant 60 per cent on land val- 
ues and 20 per cent on value of iperma- 
nent insurable improvements. 

The senate proposes that no loans 
shall be made if the three members of 
the local loan committee are not unani- 
mous in their appraisement; the house 
would require a majority report of the 
committee. The senate makes the min- 
imum loan $200; the house of $100. 
The senate would charge borrowers 19 
per cent interest on all defaulted pay- 
ments; the house would charge only 
contract rates. The senate would re- 
quire local assoclations to make good 
all defaults within thirty days after 
notice from a local bank; the house 
would provide a special reserve to pro- 
tect associations. 

The senate bill requires advance pay- 
ments on the iprincipal in sums of $100 
or multiples, and the, house $25 or mul- 
tiples. The senate makes the actual 
earning power of the land a principal 
factor and the house makes the agri- 
cultural value the principal basis of ap- 
praisement. Under the senate bill local 
associations would be required to hold 
25 per cent of net earnings as reserves 
and might refuse to declare any divi- 
dends to borrowers, while the house 
would require all net earnings to be 
paid to borrowers as dividends. 

Georgians Active for Measure. 

Members of the Georgia delegation 
were active today in perfecting the bill. 
Representatives: William Schley How- 


ard, Dudley M. Hughes and J. Randall 
Walker offered amendments and made 
gpeeches in support of the measure. 

Mr. Howard proposed to require 30 
per cent of the deposits in the postal 
savings banks to be invested in bonds 
of the federal farm loan associations. 
Representative Hughes wanted the gov- 
ernment to guarantee absolutely the 
bonds, in addition to providing all the 
other safeguards incorporated in the 
measure. Both amendments failed. 

In opposing the restrictions as to lo- 
cal associations, Mr. Howard said: “You 
have created a federal farm loan bank 
—very good in its way—and then you 
create a private co-operation that will 
do everything on earth to discourage 
the operation of the federal farm loan 
banks. 

“There is too much exemption here,” 
he continued. 

“You provide that these land banks, 
which are joint stock institutions, are 
absolutely exempt from taxation ex- 
cept on capital stock, and you have no 
more right to say the state shall not 
tax them than I have to go out here 
and say a citizen of Washington shall 
not pay district taxes. 

“This system of private capital banks 
will do everything on earth to discour- 
age the smooth working of this sys- 
tem,” he warned the house. 

“When you come to amend this act 
you will find their influence exerted 
against any change.” 

Walker Discusses Bill. 

Representative Walker dealt with the 
general phases of the subject, and pre- 
dicted that it would go far to remedy 
the dangerous increase of farm ten- 
ancy. 

‘It is an amazing and alarining sit- 
uation we face today in the tendency 
away from the farm and the growing 
number of tenant farmers,” said Mr. 
Walker. ‘“Uniess checked it will se- 
riously threaten our country. This bill 
points the way to a correction. 

“The existing indebtedness secured 
by farm mortgages is estimated at 
four billion dollars, which pays an 
average of 7142 per cent. This debt 
taxes the farmers of the country 
$300,000,000 annually in interest alone. 
Under this bill we are considering this 
vast debt could be refunded at 5% 
per cent and be entirely wiped out in 
twenty-two years.” 

Mr. Walker pictured the suffering 
that comes to southern farm homes 
when the purchasing power of a bale 
of cotton is cut from $30 to, say, $5 a 
bale. Under those circumstances the 
farmer’s family must go without even 
some of the necessaries of life. 

In a stirring tribute to Georgia’s pro- 
gressive farmers, he said the state 
ranked fifth in value of farm prod- 
ucts, being exceeded only by Illinois, 
Iowa, Texas and Ohio, with their vast 
grain yields. Her annual crop produc. 
tion, he said, exceeded that of Mis- 
sourl, Kansas, New York and Indiana, 


Occupied by Restaurant, 
Collapses as the Result of 
a Blast of Dynamite. 


Akron, O., May 15.—At least eleven 
persons were killed and nearly a score 
injured here tonight when the old 
Beacon Journal building, occupied by 
a restaurant, collapsed as a result of 
a blast of dynamite in an adjoining 
excavation. 

Ten bodies have been recovered ana 
two are thought to be in the ruins. 
Nineteen persons, many of them fatally 
injured, were taken from the ruins. 

Battery B, Ohio national guard field 
artillery, was called out to aid the 
police in restraining a crowd of more 
than 10,000 persons who packed the 
streets at Main and Quarry, where the 
accident occurred. 

The restaurant was a one-story 
structure, with a two-story false front 
and the latter, toppling ‘backward, add- 
ed weight'of many tons to the falling 
roof. 

The crash came during the dinner 
hour, when the restaurant was crowd- 
ed and when thousands were on the 
streets. 

So suddenly did the ceiling cave in 
and the walls crumble that those who 
were not instantly killed were render- 
ed unconscious.

Attorney Felder Commends

f the law enforcement committee, 
took occasion in police matinee Mon- 
day afternoon to highly commend Re- 
coder Johnson for his rigid and fear- 
less enforcement of the _ prohibition 
laws since May 1, anc also mentioned 
the “splendid way” in which the city’s 
“morning paper’ has given to Atlan- 
tans news of the efforts of the police 
and detective departments in breaking 
up “blind tigers.” 

The tribute to Recorder Johnson and 
The Constitution was paid by Attor- 
ney Felder when he entered a request 
on behalf of the Kimball house man- 
agement that John Massey, the ne- 
gro recently sentenced for keeping 
whisky on hand in the cellar of the 
hotel, be given a lighter fine than first 
imposed. 

Mr. Felder stated that he was not 
sanctioning or insisting on the reduc- 
tion of the negro’s sentence, but was 
merely making it on request of the 
hotel people. 

Recorder Johnson declined to light- 
en Massey’s sentence, stating that he 
was not going to establish any such 
precedent in his court. 

“Tf I do it for one, I will have to do 
it for all,” said the recorder. “That 
negro was guilty of a bad practice and 
one which had to be broken up 

“No matter who they are when they 
come down here for violating the pro- 
hibition laws they will all have to eat 
out of the same spoon, and *‘ am not 
going to show favor to anyone.” 

“I appreciate your honor’s positionin 
the matter,’ stated Mr. Felder, “and 
want to state that I am merely mak- 
ing the request as I promised to, and 
not through any personal desire that 
the sentence be reduced. 

‘“T want to say right here that the 
law enforcement committee highly 
commends and approves the position 
which you have taken in disposing of 
liquor cases in this court. 

“The fearlessness and vigor with 
which your honor has administered the 
law in these whisky cases has been‘ 
highly complimented and admired by 
the committee. 

“T also wish to state here that the 
morning paper has admirably shown 
the benefits of this law and the man- 
ner in which you have been enforcing 
it,” concluded Mr. Felder.

The burning came immediately aft- 
er the negro’s trial had ended and the 
jury had returned a verdict of guilty, 
giving him the death penalty. 

Get the Negro. ' 

Some one not far from the negro 
started the cry of “get the negro.” It 
was taken up by all of those from the 
part of the county where Mrs. Fryar 
was killed, and Washington was then 
seized and removed from the court 
room. The crowd at first seemed will- 
ing to hang the negro from the sus- 
pension bridge, but a suggestion that 
he be burned on the plaza met with 
instant response and he was dragged 
to the city hall yard, where the chain, 
already around his neck, was thrown 
over the limb of a tree, wood hastily 
secured and the fire started. 

After the verdict had been returned 
Washington said in a. half audible 
whisper, “I'm sorry I done it.” © 

The rush to secure the negro came 
with such suddenness that officers, 
lawyers and newspaper men were 
swept off their feet and the victim was 
in the hands of the mob before any 
one could stop the proceedings. 

Dragged Remains Through Streets. 

While the crowd that took Washing- 
ton from the court room is said to have 
been composed of people from the 
country, they were joined by many cit- 
izens of Waco, and in some instances 
it is said, they left their places of 
business to view the burning of the 
negro. After the fire had burned itself 
out, the body, burned to a crisp, was 
viewed by a coroner's jury. 

Later in the day members of the mob 
returned to the scene of the burning, 
placed the charred body in a sack and 
dragged it through the principal 
streets behind an automobile, to Rob- 
inson, where Mrs. Fryar was killed, and 
what remained of it was suspended 
from a telephone pole there:

LETTER TO HER LOVER 
SENT HOME TO MOTHER 
AT ORDER OF CORONER 


“Good-bye, Dear; I Aimed 
Too High. If I Had Been 
a Queen I Would Have 
Lived,” Read Her Last 
Message. 


“The gay career of beautiful Eleanor 
Van Valkenburgh ended with a bullet 
fired by her own hand at the Ansley 
hatel Sunday night because she could 
not keep up the pace of a “queen.” 

Pinned over her heart attached to 
a silk undermuslin by a baby clasp 
was a final message, penciled on a 
telegraph blank. It reads: 

“Good-bye, dear. I aimed too high. 
If I had been a queen, I would have 
lived.” 

In these three sentences is told the 
tragedy of the daughter of an aristo- 
cratic Hunteville, Ala., family, who, 
her fortune wasted and her love mis- 
placed, faced the alternative of life- 
long sorrow or suicide, and chose the 
latter. 


AIMED 
TOO HIGH. 


She aimed too high, just as the mes- 
sage explained. The last few years 
of her life were devoted to gay friends, 
entertainments, jewelry and _ luxuries, 
and an infatuation for a man who, it 
is said, proved faithless. 

The bullet she fired into her own 
brain was in time to prevent a double 
Slaughter. She had as much as told 
intimates that, if she could reach her 
lover, she would kill him. But even 
with this she loved him. She died with 

from 
On her 
table was a letter to him. 

She had tried to forget him in drink, 
gay friends and entertainment. Less 
than a half hour before her act she 
sent to a friend in the hotel for a 
drink of liquor. 


TOLD STORY 
TO FRIEND. 


When she had finished this last drink 
after a night of drinking, she wrote 
a farewell letter to the man who had 
failed her. 

But it will never be delivered. 
will never be made public. 

In order that some evidence of the 
dead woman’s recent conduct might be 
brought to light, an effort was made 
at the coroner’s inquest Monday after- 
noon, at which a verdict of suicide was 
returned, to summon a young man who 
had been with Miss Van Valkenburgh 
up to her last moments, and had accom- 
panied her on a round of gaiety for the 
preceding day and two nights. 

But he could not be found. He had 
told his story to the police, however, 
and a reporter for The Constitution. 
So the most of the inquest evidence was 
that of the Ansley house physician, Dr. 
Walpole Brewer, and the house detec- 
tive, D. P. Parks, and Night Clerk N. F. 
Sanford, who were the first to reach 
the dying woman's suite. 

Then, too, a great deal of the coro- 
ner’s time was occupied by the discus- 
sion held behind closed doors over the 
advisability of making public the seal- 
ed letters Miss Van Valkenburgh had 
left. Mr. Thompson, of Candler, Thomp- 
son & Hirsch, representing the 'wom- 
an’s family, at a long-distance re- 
quest from the mother, pleaded against 
their publication. Submitted to the 
jury, his plea was granted. 

Not only the public, but the man to 
whom the letter was addressed, will 
never know her last thoughts of him. 


HER MOOD. 
VARIED. 


No doubt the woman had a mental 
struggle before she ended her life. That 
her mood was varied, indicating that 
she was seeking to enliven her spirits, 
was testified by Detective Parks. 

He had been observing her room. As 
he passed it before she telephoned for 
the drink of liquor, she was singing. 
Parks said it was a lively tune, but 
he was unable to distinguish it. She 
would sing, he said, then utter some- 
thing like a sigh. Then she went to 
the telephone and was connected with 
the room of the acquaintance who 
brought the whisky. He handed it to 
her at the door and then departed. 

This man had met her Saturday 
night. He had joined her in a gay 
party with other girls and men until 
after midnight. He was with her Sun- 
day afternoon. They ate together at 
the Winecoff Sunday night, returning 
to the Ansley shortly after 11 o'clock.

The paper will go to the aldermanic 
board Thursday and all of the mem- 
bers of that body have said they would 
vote to override. 


MAYOR 
FIRM. 


Mayor Woodward stated, following 
the meeting: “I remain firm in the 
first statement I made regarding this 
case. I will not sign any check for 
less than the entire sum of $190,000. 
It is up to council to get that amount 
if they want me to sign the check. 
They have taken the matter in their 
own hands now and I have nothing 
to do with it. The plant is now broken 
down. A letter was received by the 
city this afternoon, stating that the pit 
was full to capacity of garbage and 
that both cranes were broken. Mem- 
bers of council were so anxious to set- 
tle the case they did not look into the 
condition of the thing they have 
bought. 

“If they want to make terms with 
the company to allow the entire sum 
to go over until next year they will 
be able to do it, I think legally. I have 
nothing to do with that proposition.” 

If the resolution is passed by the 
aldermanic board Thursday the city at- 
torney, James L. Mayson, and the at- 
torney for the destructor company, 
George C. Spence, will then have to ap- 
pear before Judge Newman and formal- 
ly request that a consent judgment for 
$190,000 be entered. 

Council and the company will then 
have to decide the method for payment. 
They may agree, and it is very probable 
that they will, to let the full amount 
of the judgment go over until January 
or February of next year, thus reliev- 
ing the city from the payment of any 
portion of the judgment this year ex- 
cept their half of the court costs before 
Judge Newman. 


MAY TAKE 
LEGAL ACTION. 


If council and the company agree 
that the $135,000 now in hand for the 
settlement of the case shall be paid 
this year and that the remainder of 
the judgment, $55,000, be allowed to 
go over until next year, court proceed- 
ings will have to follow to force the 
mayor to consent to the payment of 
the $135,000. The mayor has announced 
that he will not sign a check for less 
than the entire amount, and the only 
way he can be forced to pay out a 
partial sum will be by the institution 
of mandamus proceedings. 

A course of this kind will involve 
legal proceedings. In view of all these 
aspects of the case it is apparent that 
the end is not yet near.

HARDWICK TO SUPPORT 
SHIP PURCHASE BILL 


Washington, May  15.—(Special.)— 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick announc- 
ed today that he will support the ad- 
ministration ship purchase bill. Changes 
which have been made in the measure 
are credited by Senator Hardwick with 
having made possible his change of 
attitude. 

This announcement was received 
with unfeigned pleasure in adminis- 
tration circles, but it occasioned no 
great surprise here. The emphatic evi- 
dence furnished by the Macon conven- 
tion that Georgia democrats stand by 
the president and his policies, aroused 
the expectation that Senator Hardwick 
would get into line. 

Mr. Hardwick insists that he has not 
sacrificed any political or economic 
views with regard to the measure, but 
says it has been altered to meet his 
views, namely, temporary government 
operation during the period of the Fu- 
ropean war. It also permits govern- 
ment control and regulation of ship- 
ping rates on ocean carriers. 

With the passage of the rural credits 
bill, democratie house leaders prepared 
to bring the administration shipping 
bill up for consideration beginning to- 
morrow. A rule designed to limit gen- 
eral debate on the measure to five 
hours and to provide for a final vote 
on it Friday evening, will be presented. 

Chainman Alexander, of the merchant 
marine’ committee, expressed  confi- 
dence tonight that the bill would pass. 
Despite the minority report, which was 
signed by all republican members of 
the committee, he felt certain that sev- 
eral republicans would vote for the 
measure. The inclusion of a time lim- 
it on the government operation of ves- 
sels in the bill is believed to have as- 
sured virtually a solid democratic sup- 
port for the measure. 

W. L. Douglas, of New York, identi- 
fied with the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, who was the first man to 
speak against the original shipping 
pill in committee, today wrote Mr. Alex- 
ander that he was eatisfied with the 
revised measure. An indorsement of 
the bill also was received from T. F. 
Stitt, of the Chicago branch of the same 
organization.

Secretary Lansing let it be known 
last week that the implied condition 
in the German note on submarine war- 
fare expressing confidence that the 
United States would hold Great Brix- 
ain to compliance with international 
law, had made it difficult to proceed 
with the British negotiations. He said 
today, however, that these negotiations 
would be continued promptly in spite 
of the embarrassing situation. The 
note now being prepared reiterates the 
original protest of the United States 
against the detention and interference 
with American mails. The reply of 
Great Britain, received several weeks 
ago, 18S considered unsatisfactory to 
President Wilson. It is understood that 
the new demand will be more decided 
in its language than the first. 

A phase of interference with mails 
which will be made the subject of spe- 
cial protest is the custom of taking 
neutral ships into British ports for 
inspection and then removing the mails 
and sometimes subjecting them to long 
delays. 

In addition to the facts laid before 
the British government’ in the first 
note more information has been col- 
lected and will be embodied in the new 
communication. Many individuals and 
business firms have protested to the 
government against the delays to 
which their mails have been subjected. 

The refusal of Great Britain to allow 
hospital supplies to be sent by the 
American Red Cross to Germany and 
her allies still is being carefully in- 
vestigated at the state department and 
a protest on this subject is expected 
to go forward in the near future. 


NO FAVORABLE REPORT 
ON LOUIS D. BRANDEIS 


Issue Over His Nomination to 
Be Fought Out in the 
Senate. 


Washington, May 15.—It now ap- 
pears practically certain that the issue 
over the nomination of Louis D. Bran- 
deis to the supreme court of the United 
States is to be fought out in the senate 
without recommendation from the judi- 
ciary committee, which has considered 
and investigated the case for more 
than three months. 


It was reported after a protracted se- 
cret session of the judiciary committee 


today that a favorable report on the 
nomination could not be agreed upon, 
and that eeveral democratic senators 
who did not wish to vote for such a 
report would support a motion to re- 
turn the nomination’ to the senate 
without recommendation. One demo- 
cratic committee member who has been 
wavering in his attitude toward Bran- 


the committee would report the nomi- 
nation without approval or disapproval, 
probably next Wednesday. Another 
majority senator, strongly tn favor of 
Mr. Brandeis, said he did not favor such 
a course, but that he might be persuad- 
ed to support it rather than hazard the 
influence which an adverse report 
might have on the senate. 

Members of the committee spoke 
their minds frankly on the case at to- 
day’s meeting and a vote might have 
been taken ad it not been for the 
absence of Senators Cummins and 
Shields. There are ten democrats and 
eight republicans on the committee. All 
of the republicans are opposed to con- 
firmation. Two democrats are said to 
be against it, and two favor a report 
without recommendation. 

Administration leaders tonight pre- 
dicted that the struggle would end in 
confirmation of Mr. randeis, and one 
republican leader who is opposed to the 
nominee said he expected that this 
would be the result, anticipating that 
the president would continue to urge 
confirmation. 


Officials of Defunct 
Insurance Co. Arraigned 
In United States Court 


Savannah, Ga., May 156.—(Special.)— 
Charged with using the United States 
mails in a scheme to defraud, R. W. 
Durden, Dr. W. N. Nanney, J. P. Shel- 
ley and N. D, Cowart, former officers 
in the defunct Home Mutual Fire In- 
surance company, of Bavannah, went 
on trial before Judge Lambdin in the 
federal court today. Ottorney Max Isaac 
Brunswick, is defending Durden. The 
other defendants in the joint indict- 
ment told the court that they did not 
need a lawyer and that they were gatis- 
fied to rest their cases on their state- 
ments to the jury. 

The government is trying to pin its 
case mostly on Durden, claiming that 
he is the ring leader and that the otn- 
ers were acting under his direction.

14 WORKMEN ARE KILLED 


OTHERS INIURED 


‘By an Explosion at Plant of 
the DuPont Powder 
Company. 


| Gibbstown, N. J., May 15.—At least 
BU men were killed and about thirty 
injured today in a terrific explosion 
at the Repauno plant of the DuPont 
Powder company, near here. The blast 
occurred in the building in which trin- 
itrololuol is manufactured and wreck- 
ed that structure and three others. 
The dead include W. F. Lawley, Wood- 
bury, N. J., assistant superintendent of 
the trinitrololuol plant, and George 
March, Paulsboro, N. J., foreman of the 
plant. 

Some of the injured were taken to 
a hospital in Camden and other places, 
while about a score, who received 
minor wounds, were treated by physi- 
clans at the powder plant. 

The cause of the explosion is unde- 
termined, and, according to officials of 
the company, may never be ascertained 
as all those believed to have ‘been in 
the building where the first explosion 
occurred are dead. 

Trinitrololuol is not considered an 
explosive risk and company officials 
believe that it caught fire before ex- 
ploding. This blast caused a nearby 
building in which nitro-benzol is man- 
ufactured to blow up. So great was 
the force that two buildings some dis- 
tance away in which huxite was man- 
ufactured were wrecked, but the ex- 
plosive did not go off. 

Many of those killed and injured 
were outside the buildings involved 
and were struck by flying debris. Other 
workmen promptly went to the rescue 
and ambulance calls were gent in to 
various surrounding towns.

CANADA BULLETS STOP. 
REVOLT OF AUSTRIANS 


Many Prisoners Shot F ollowing 
Outbreak in Internment 
Camp. 


Cochrane, Ont., May 15.—An out- 
break among Austrian prisoners of war 
in the internment camp at Kapuskasing 
last Friday was quelled by the military 
authorities after one of the prisoners 
was killed, nine seriously wounded, 
several fatally and four slightly in- 
jured, it was learned here tonight. 

The revolt is said to have been start- 
ed by about 300 Austrian prisoners who 
were removed from the camp at lena- 
rium, where they had refused to work 
and had turned on their guards. They 
were taken last Wednesday under 
heavy guard to the Kapuskasing 
camps, about 60 miles west of here on 
the Trans-Continental railway. 

The new arrivals continued to mani- 
fest a spirit of insubordination at 
Kapuskasing. The smoldering unrest 
culminated Friday into a riot and the 
guards fired on the prisoners. 
and bayonets were used freely, 
said, and the outbreak, in which other 
prisoners participated, was not quelled 
for several hours. There were no cas- 
ualties among the soldiers.

Administration officials continue to 
express confidence that the forces now 
under General Funston will be able to 
protect the border in such fashion that 
repetitions of the Glenn Springs raid 
will be impossible unless there is a 
general anti-American outbreak be- 
yond the border in which Oarranza 
troops participate. There is nothing 
to indicate the likelihood of such an 
event. All official advices at hand 
indicate that Carranza forces are being 
disposed to prevent raiding across the 
line by irresponsible outlaws. 

General Funston’s new plan for co- 
ordinating the work of the border 
guards was regarded in some quarters 
here as tending to confirm intimations 
that an unwritten agreement ag to 
steps to be taken was reached by the 
El Paso conference. If the plan in- 
cludes an exchange of information as 
to bandit activities between responsible 
officers of the Carranza troops and the 
American commanders, tt was thought 
here considerable progress could be 
made without the troops of either gov- 
ernment crossing the line.

ULSTER IS OPPOSED 
TO IRISH COMPROMISE 


Nothing Will Be Accepted 
Which Might Imply Future 
' Subjection to Home Rule. 


Belfast, May 15.—Stubborn disincli- 
nation to accept anything in the way of 
a government which might imply the 
future subjection of Ulster to home 
rule was. evident today on the occasion 
of Premier Asquith’s visit to Belfast, 
which lasted only a few hours. So far 
as can be learned, the premier’s con- 
ference with a large body of represen- 
tative Ulster men was disappointing. 

It is understood that the question of 
the general disarmament of forces in 
Ireland not authorized by the govern- 
ment was discussed and, although those 
present were pledged to secrecy, it is 
rumored that cold water was thrown 
on the proposal. The discussion was 
very full and frank, but it is asserted 
that the result was unsatisfactory. 

Sir Edward Carson’s telegram to the 
Ulster unionist council, to the effect that 
he had no knowledge of rumors re- 
specting the government of Ireland, did 
not bring about an alleviation of the 
situation. Belfast itself does not show 
any signs of accepting the compromise 
which it is understood Mr. Redmond is 
ready to offer. Ulster’s capital was 
almost entirely unaffected by the re- 
eent rebellion and the provisions of 
martial law have not been enforced. 

Everything is outwardly calm, but 
the keenest interest underlies the sur- 
face appearance and many Ulsterites 
declare their determination to have no 
dealings with the nationalists. All 
the newspapers in Belfast advise cau- 
tion in regard to any promise that the 
premier may have made, but which are 
not yet public property. 

Mr. Asquith returned to Dublin to- 
night, where, it is reported, further 
court-martial will be conducted openly.

Just how many more traffic police- 
men will be asked for has not been de- 
termined, but it is known that a par- 
ticularly urgent request will be made 
for the required number to properly 
safeguard the intersection of Ponce de 
Leon avenue and Peachtree _ street, 
where, members of the committee de- 
clare, traffic conditions are especially 
hazardous. : 

The pwblic safety committee and the 
chamber as a whole. asked for more 
traffic policemen as long ago -as last 
Christmas. and at subsequent times, al- 
ways to meet with the objections at 
headquarters that there were not suf- 
ficient men on the authorized force, 
and that none could be spared.

We now 
occupy the tract between Grozzon di 
Fargorida and Crozzon di Lares. We 
also took by assult the position of 
Grozzon del Diavolo, 3,015 metres high, 
where we captured twenty prisoners.

Some large 
shells fell on Asiago, where a few 
civilians were wounded. 

“There has been intense artillery fir- 
ing along the whole of the Isonzo front 
from Monte Nero to the sea, which 
was followed by unimportant enemy 
attacks in the Plava zone and at San 
Martino. These attacks were imme- 
diately. repulsed.” :

Savannah, Ga., May 15.—Receivers 
for the Georgia and Florida railroad, it 
was learned here today, have made ar- 
rangements for re-financing the rail- 
road so as to permit of the extension 
for one year of a loan of $200,000 ne- 
gotiated with a Savannah banking in- 
stitution, and the issuance of a new 
loan of $50,000 to take care of maturing 
equipment warrants. New receivers’ 
notes will be issued, it is said, for the 
amount involved. 

The present loan of $200,000 became 
necessary last year after the receivers 
took charge of the property to meet 
preferred claims. Harry R. Warfield, 
of Baltimore, one of the receivers, was 
quoted as having said that the receiv- 
ers afe making efforts to bring about 
a reorganization of the Georgia and 
Florida.

eral government in the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws of,the states. Specifically, 
in the report.of its prohibition committee 
and resolutions based thereon, thé confer- 
ence demands the closing of the United 


‘States mails to “all liquor advertising.” 


This is going even farther than any of 
the states themselves have asked or sought; 
but if it is necessary to shut liquor adver- 
tisements from the mails altogether, in or- 
der to protect prohibition states from the 
flood of direct solicitation that goes into the 


“home, addressed even to women and chil- 


dren, then congress should not hesitate at 
the enactment of the required law. 

What the prohibition states want—what 
Georgia wants—is simply a fair and square 
opportunity to test the value and efficacy 
of its prohibition laws. And there can be 
no such test as long as the United States 
government supplies the agencies of solici- 
tation which are forbidden to citizens of the 
state. 

Georgia and other prohibition states do 
not ask the closing of the mails to solicita- 
tion in those states where the sale and ad- 
vertizsing of liquor are still lawful; but they 
do ask and demand, as they have the un- 
questioned right, that the federal govern- 
ment shali not furnish the vehicle for the 
violation of state laws. 

In other words, where any state, as 
Georgia, Alabama and others, has made it 
unlawful to print or publish in any manner 
or form, advertisements of intoxicating liq- 
uors, it igs very properly demanded that the 
federal government shall not make itself 
a party to the direct violation of the law 
by opening wide the mails to liquor adver- 
tisements and solicitations addressed to 
men, women and children in every city and 
town on every rural free delivery route 
from one end of it to the other. 

The Methodist conference is right; fed- 
eral nullification of state laws is no more 
justifiable than state nullification of federal 
laws. 

Real prohibition may be impossible of 
achievement short of a federal prohibition 
act; but whether it enacts a national statute 
or not, the federal government can at least 
remove the insurmountable barriers it is 
placing in the way of state law enforce- 
ment. 


PRACTICAL HELPFULNESS. 


There is no more practical or effective 
form of helping others than that well illus- 
trated in the gift of two scholarship funds 
by Judge Charles H. Brand, of the western 
circuit, one to the University of Georgia and 
the other to the State Normal school at 
Athens. 

As announced in The Athens’ Banner, 
Judge Brand has established a $2,500 schol- 
arship fund for each of these institutions, 
the proceeds from which, at 6 per cent, are 
to be loaned to some poor and worthy boy 
and girl residing within the western judicial 
circuit with which to acquire an education. 

Selection of the beneficiaries of these 
scholarships is to be made by the trustees of 
each institution, and repayment is to be 
made at 6 per cent interest at such times as 
the trustees designate, not to exceed ten 
years from the date of the loan. These re- 
payments are to be allowed to accumulate 
at interest until another $2,500 is raised, 
when a second scholarship will be provided, 


on like terms and under like conditions with , 


| 


the first. 
Judge. Brand has created these scholar- 


_ ships, because, as is stated in his letter tu 


these institutions» “The people of said cir- 
cuit have honored me for many years with 
the offices of solicitor general and judge of 
the circuit, and I desire to make this gift as 
a perpetual memorial of my gratitude to 
them.” : 

The best kind of assistance is that which 
builds character and ability for self-support 
and maintenance, and no man could adopt 
more worthy or more constructive means to 
that end, whether as an expression of gratt- 
itude or from other motive, than Judge 
Brand has chosen. _ ~ 

His action recalls the well-known “Joe 
Brown” fund established by the late Sena- 
tor and War Governor Joseph E. Brown in 
1882, for the endowment of scholarships at 
the state university. Within the thirty-four 
years since that fund was given more than 
500 Georgia boys have been educated 
through its instrumentality, and in practi- 
cally every instance ‘they bave repaid the 
loans with interest. 

There is no better method of helping 
worthy boys or girls than. through scholar- 
ships at one of Georgia’s leading educational 
institutions. | 

Whoever helps a young man or young 
woman to find a bigger, broader and better 
life has done something well worth while; 
and there is satisfaction in the conscious- 
ness that once such a scholarship is set up 
someone will be enjoying the benefits of it 
for all future time. 


HOW TWO PLANS WORK. 


It is now suggested that Fulton county 
take practically all of its labor and turn it 
over to Atlanta for use inside the city lim- 
its, instead of the approximate 50 per cent 
or more which it has, for some years,.been 
freely giving. | 

The time was, and not so many: years 
ago at that,. when the county did little or 
no work inside the city limits. Men and 


material were used for building country 


roads, bridges and doing other things which, 
in better and more attractive suburbs, meant 
a bigger, better and more prosperous At- 
lanta. 

After.a while, and very properly so, as 
county income and ‘county facilities grew, 
the county commissioners came into the 
city and began to lend material aid in the 
matter of purely municipal improvements; 
this action was justified upon the ground 
of payment by Atlanta citizens of the larger 
proportion of county taxation. 

The matter has now gone to the extent 
that it is, and has been for some time, quite 
apparent that the city would be helpless 
without the assistance of the county forces. 
If it were not for the three-quarters of a 
million of labor and materials the county is 
putting annually inte city improvements, the 
city would be stranded as far as public im- 
provements are concerned. 

Year after year it has become a ques- 
tion of more and more county work with- 
in the city limits; while the city system 
has constantly deteriorated in efficiency, the 
county administrative system has grown in 
ability and strength. City inefficiency may 
almost be directly measured in city demand 
for county work. 

In county government success, Atlanta 
must find the remedy for her weakness. 
The contrast between strength and weak- 
ness becomes more and more apparent 
with every fresh demand city makes upon 
county. It is the contrast between concen- 
tration and “scatteration.” Atlanta’s broth 
is spoiled with too many cooks. 

Concentrated government does not mean 
necessarily commission government; but 
it does mean business government. It means 
a dollar’s worth of work for a dollar’s worth 
of tax money, and that is something At- 
lanta is far from getting today. 


AS TO EFFICIENCY. 


The humorists of the country have had 
their fling at “American efficiency” on sea 
and land, especially as to trial trips of one 
or two submarines that “had to be towed 
home;” but Financial America, discussing 
American efficiency editorially, says: 


We hear so much about German effi- 
ciency that we are apt to forget Ameri- 
can efficiency. Let it not be forgotten 
that the first essential of efficiency is 
the conception and initiation of practical 
and constructive ideas. Inethis regard 
the United States has léd and still leads 
the world. Irdeed, not a few of the in- 
ventions which have made ‘warfare so 
“efficient” have sprung from American 
minds, just as inventions Which have 
done most in stimulating agricultural 
and manufacturing progress have come 
from this Side of the Atlantic. The Ger- 
mans have excelled in applying impor- 
tant ideas and important inventions to 
the various departments of economic ac- 
tivity. The American bent ig initiate; it 
does not always excel in the painstaking 
work which must follow the launching of 
a great idea. Yet there are scores of 
examples ready to hand in #his country 
of a surpassing efficiency Mot ,only of 
conception and initiation but of system- 
atic achievement as well. 


The’ future is certain to show more of 
“systematic achievement” through painstak- 
ing work. There are many lessons America, 
too, has learned from the European war— 
lessons of economic value in bringing to 
greater efficiency the materials she has in 
abundance. A greater light has been turned 
on many lines for material advancement, 
and good results are sure to follow.

FOR SCHOOLS ASKED 
BY THE NINTH WARD 


Means for securing better facilities for 
the Moreland avenue school will be discussed 
at a mass meeting of citizens of the ninth 
ward to be held some time this week. .

OVER $2,000,000 IS INVESTED 
BY GEORGIANS IN AUTOMOBILES 
| : ; 


Georgia has tied up in automobiles an in- 
vestment of some $2,000,000, according to fig- 
ures and estimates in the office of Secretary 
of State Phil Cook, and investment is a tre- 
mendous medium of circulating money. 

Reports from the state oil inspectors show 
that during the month of April 2,290,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline were inspected in the state 
of Georgia. The bulk of this, of course, 
was consumed as fuel for automobiles. These 
figures would indicate an expenditure of 
almost $575,000 for gasoline in Georgia in 
April. This added to the cost of oil, repairs, 
chauffeur hire and the many other details 
incident to the operation and upkeep of au- 
tomobiles makes a very considerable item. 

Although the secretary of state has al- 
ready issued series 36,800 of 1916° Georgia 
automobile ticense tags,™the demand for tags 
continues unabated. During the first ten 
days. of May the department sold $5,400 
worth of tags. The department has just 
placed an order for 2,000 more tags for the 
year, making a total of 42,000 tags. 

Secretary Cook states that a low estimate 
on the value of each car would be $500, at 


which rate the 40,000 cars in Georgia would 
total up $2,000,000 or more in valuation. 

Secretary Cook states that the counties 
are slow in sending in their compilation of 
public road mileage, which is to be the basis 
for the distribution of the state road fund 
accruing from the sale of automobile lhcense 
tags. Only 86 eounties have so far sent in 
their mileage figures. lt is expected that 
the state road fund will approximate.$100.- 
000 by the time it can be distributed. This 
distribution is to be based on the number 
of miles of public road in each county, 
outside the corporate limits of towns and 
cities. 

When all these figures are received, in 
addition to other information asked and in 
possession of Secretary Cook, he will have on 
hand some very valuable information for the 
use of a future state highway commission or 
other such state body which may be cre- 
ated. This information will include the num- 
ber of miles of public road in each county, 
the number of mébles of rural route in each 
county, and the number of automobiles turn- 
ed in for taxation in each county.

“What Form of Government Is Best for 
Atlanta?’ will be discussed at a dinner the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce will give 
in its assembly hall tomorrow evening at 
6:30 o’clock to the members of the chamber’s 
council. Another feature of the dinner will 
be the first exhibition of the Mutual Film 
corporation’s new film, “Atlanta, the 
tropolis of the Southeast.” 

Considerable interest is centering in 
government discussion, as the 
are expected to indicate freely their views 
on charter revision. There will be two set 
speeches, one by Alex W. Smith, Sr. and the 
other by Edwin F. Johnson, chairman of 
city council’s charter revision committee, to

be followed by a general discussion open to 


the councilors and chamber members. 

Mr. Smith's address will be in behalf of 
the city manager plan, of which he is an 
advocate. Mr. Johnson has announced that 
he will advocate charter revision along such 
lines as would work toward a greater cen-

tralization of government. The plan he has 
in mind, he says, is sort of a “dual” system, 
whereby only seventeen men would be elect- 
ed by the people. Of these would be a may- 
or and a board of aldermen, and from the 
membership of the aldermanic body the may- 
or would designate the heads of the various 
municipal departments. He also favors the 
New York plan of incorporating with the per- 
sonnel of the city administration, the “pboara 
of estimates” for municipal expenditures. 

“Il have studied closely the charters of 
half a dozen of the most progressive and up- 
to-date cities of the country,” said Mr. John- 
son last night, “and I have formulated a form 
of charter which in my mind contains the 
most desirable features of each of them, 
with some entirely new ones. This pro- 
posed charter I shall submit to the considera* 
tion of the men attending the meeting Wed- 
nesday night.” 

At this meeting itt is proposed to take 
no vote and to make no recommendations, 


the purpose being only for discussion and 
an exchange of ideas.

Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, has with- 
in the last week achieved the greatest con- 
Structive triumph of his life in the passage 
by the United States senate of the bill pro- 
viding for the building of good roads in this 
country under conditions respectfully jeal- 
ous of the limitations’ of the constitution, 
the necessities of the people and the rights 
of the states. The Bankhead bill has been 
passed by the senate by a safe majority 
and is a substitute for the Shackleford bill 
which passed the house by an overwhelming 
vote weeks ago. It will now go to 
conference and as it covers the provisions 
in the Shackleford bill, and more, it will 
doubtless be agreed upon by the two houses 

nd become law with the approval of the 
President. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of.agri- 
culture to co-operate with the states, through 
their respective state highway departments, 
in the construction of rural post roads. A 
rural post road means any public road in 
the United States over which the United 
States mails are transported. A state high- 
way department means any department, com- 
mission or official or officials charged with 
the work ordinarily directed by highway de- 
partments. The bill provides that the roads 
built under its terms shall be “properly 
maintained,” which means that they shall 
be kept in as good condition as when they 
were first built. It is further provided that 
the roads constructed under this law shall 
be maintained by the states or by subdivi- 
sions of the states. 

The pill appropriates, “out of any money 
inthe treasury nototherwise appropriated,” 
the sum of $75,000,000 for the construction 
of rural post roads in the states and $10,- 
000,000 for the building of roads in the na- 
tional parks. The appropriations are to be 
apportioned among the several states in this 
manner: One-third in the ratio which the 
area of each state bears to the total area 
of all the states: one-third in the ratio 
Which the population of each state bears 
to the total population of all the states, as 
shown by the latest available federal census; 
one-third in the ratio whieh the mileage of 
rural delivery routes and star routes in each 
state bears to the total mileage of rural 
delivery routes and star routes in all the 
states. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1917, the sum of $5,000,000 will be appropri- 
ated: for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918 
$10,000,000; for the fiscal vear ending June 
30, 1919, $15,000,000; for the fiscal year end- 
tn June 30, 1920, $20,000,000, and for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1921, $25,000,000,. 

The management and distribution of the 
road-building fund will be in the hands of 
the secretary of agriculture who is author- 
ized “to make rules and regulations for car- 
rying out the provisions of this act.” The 
act specifies that “no money apportioned 
under this act to any state shall be expend- 
ed therein until its legslature shall have 
assented to the provisions of this act.” The

road project until plans, specifications 
and estimates for project have been 
submitted to him and approved by him: nor 
until he reeeived satisfactory assur- 
ance that the state has provided in money, 
labor aril material an amount equal to the 
amount to be received from the United States 
for expenditure on such project; nor until 
satisfactory agreement shall have been made 
on the part of the state that the rural post 
road built under the terms of the act “will 
be properly maintained by the state, or any 
subdivision thereof.” The secretary of ag- 
riculture cannot make any payment for road 
construction under the act “in excess of 
$10,000 wer mile, exclusive of the cost of 
bridges of more than twenty feet elear 
span.”

Instigator of Sinn Fein Re- 
bellion Arraigned in Lon- 
don—Great Popular Inter- 

est in the Trial. 


London, May 15.—The writing of a 
new chapter of the history of the Sinn 
Fein rebéllion was begun today when 
Sir Roger Casement, knighted in 1911 
for services to the British govern- 
ment, and Daniel Julian’ Bailey, an 
Irish private soldiers, cne of his com- 
panions on the ill-fated submarine 
trip from Germany to Ireland, were 
placed in the dock of the Bow street 
police court for preliminary examina- 
tion on the charge of high treason. 

While considerable testimony was 
intr ced intended to incriminate 
Bailey, the main attack of the prose- 
cution was directed against Casement 
in an endeavor to enmesh him in @ 
net of evidence which would establish 
the leading part, it is claimed, he play- 
ed in the conspiracy, whose ramifica- 
tions extended even to America. 

Casement was the center of all eyes 
during the day. It was evident that 
no ordinary prisoner was before the 
bar, for, despite the unkempt condi- 
tion of his clothing, he made a strik- 
ing figure with neatly trimmed beard 
and hair brushed well back from a 
high forehead, underneath which were 
the deep set eyes.of the dreamer. 

Casement Displayed Assurance. 

Casement busied himself taking 
notes, indicating that he intended to 
have a hand in.the presentation of 
his defense. He was always self- 
possessed, and, as the case ‘wore On, 
displayed considerable self-assurance. 

Not in years has so much popular 
interest been manifested in a case be- 
fore the courts. This is due, not only to 
the prominence of Casement and to 
speculation as to his ultimate fate, but 
also because it has been expected evi- 
dence. weuld. be produced which would 
lay bare a: widespread plot resulting 
in the revolt. Long before the hour set 
for the hearing crowds began to gather 
outside the .Bew Street court, hoping 
to gain admittance. There was an un- 
expected number of applications for 
seats in the little court room, but ad- 
mission was restricted to about 100 
persons, including reporters. 

Among the earliest arrivals was Sir 
Horace Plunkett, of the department of 


.agriculture in Ireland. He took a seat 


near the magistrate. lt was understood 
Sir Horace was merely a spectator. A 
number of relatives and friends of 
Casement, including seven handsomely- 
gowned women, also reached court at 
an early hour and were provided with 
seats well to the front. 


Testimony Developed Few Thrills. 


The testimony today developed few 
thrills, the prosecution devoting its 
attention to showing how Casement 
carried on the alleged recruiting for 
his Irish brigade in German prison 
camps. The most dramatic part of the 
whole proceeding was xhe address of 
the attorney general, Sir Frederick E. 
Smith, who outlined Sir Roger’s for- 
mer services to his country, told of 
the honor bestowed upon him by his 
king and then shifted abruptly to the 
details of the conspiracy hnaached in 
Germany. 

It was during his address that the 
attorney general introduced a letter 
written by Casement thanking Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British secretary for 
foreign attairs, for the knighthood 
conterred upon him in recognition of 
his Putumayo services. In this letter 
Casement said: 

“I am indeed grateful to you for 
this singular assurance ot your per- 
sonal interest. [ am very. deeply sensi- 
ble of the honor done me by his maj- 
esty and would beg thas my humble 
duxky may be presented to his majesty 
when you can do me the honor to con- 
vey to him my deep appreciation of 
the honor that he has been so gra- 
ciously pleased to confer upon me.” 

Showed the Rebel Flag. 

The attorney general introduced an- 
other striking feature when he paused 
in his speech to produce ini court the 
liiag which it is asserted Casement and 
his companions brought from Germany 
tu Ireland. This was the emblem of re- 
voi—a green flag with a yellow cas- 
tle upon it and under the castle the 

“Urbs Antiqua Fuit Studiisque 
Asperima Belli.” ‘ 

Casement’s attorneys made little at- 
tempa at cross-examination today, but 
several times questioned the witnesses 
as to why Casement wished them to 
join the irish brigade. The point of 
the questions seemed to be to show 
that «Me freedom of Ireland was the 
only thing involved and that the bri- 
gade was not to attempt to assist Cer- 
many. 

Further testimony will be introduced 
by «he crown tomorrow.

~ FOR CANAL GOVERNOR 


Wilson May Name Georgian 
to Succeed Goethals — Ad- 
amson Prefers Congress.

Washington, May 15.—(Special.)— 
The New York papers this morning 
published a report that Representative 
W. C. Adamson was being considered 
by President Wilson for appointment 
as Governor of the canal zone to suc- 
ceed Major General George W. Goe- 


William J. Harris, of the_ federal 
trade commission, called at the white 
house today to ask the president about 
this rumor and to indorse Judge Ad- 
amson if there was any need for such 
action. j 

The president showed great interest 
in the suggestion, but expressed his 
belief that Judge Adamson’s services 
at this time as chairman of the pow- 
erful committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce were of greater value 
to the administration and the coun- 
try than he could possibly render in 
any other capacity. 


Adamson’s Support of Wilson. 


He further indicated to Mr. Harris 
that if all democrats had supported 
administration measures and party 
regularity as strongly as had Judge 
Adamson the supremacy of the demo- 
cratic party would be established in the 
United States for fifty years. 

Speaker Clark recently expressed the 
opinion in a speech on the floor that 
Judge Adamson’s committee was the 
hardest worked in the house. All meas- 
ures affecting the Panama ¢anal zone 
come before this committee. This work 
and personal visits to the canal zone 
have given Judge Adamson a thor- 
ough familiarity with canal zone af- 
fairs and led to the suggestion of his 
name. 

Representative Adamson on being 
asked about the matter, said he was 
not a candidate for the canal zone 
governorship. 

“IT have had many cablegrams from 
the isthmus urging me to apply for this 
place,” said Representative Adamson, 
“but I see no reason for giving up my 
place in congress afid my committee 
chairmanship. Members of the house 
have come to me today after seeing the 
morning New York papers and urged 
me not to consider q change even if 
double the salary. I have given no 
encouragement to the rumors, have not 
asked a man to see the president in my 
behalf and would not embarrass the ad- 
ministration by asking for this place. 
I am deeply interested in my work in 
congress.”’ 


Adamson to Seek Re-Election. 


Representative Adamson said he had 
no idea that his name would be men- 
tioned to the president, and that it was 
done without his solicitation. He indi- 
cated that he would seek re-election to 
the house. 

Mr. Harris, following an extended in- 
terview at the white house, said the 
president again expressed his pleas- 
ure with strong indorsement given his 
administration by the Georgia demo- 
Macon convention. He 
praised Mr. Harris for the effective 
and gentlemanly way in which he had 
conducted the negotiations in behalf of 
the administration. “I have never had

Northern Conference’ Will 
Debate Question Today. 
Committee Opposes Lift- 
ing Ban on Cards, Dancing 
and Theaters. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., May 15.—Two 
vigorous contests in the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church were forecast tonight by the an- 
nouncements that the committee on 
Episcopacy had voted to make a sup- 
plemental report recommending a fur- 
ther increase in the number of new 
bishops to be elected a@d that the com- 
mittee on state of the church had de- 
cided against striking from the require- 
ments for,church membership the pro- 
hibition against theaters, cards and 
dancing. Both recommendations, it was 
predicted by conference leaders, would 
meet with much opposition. 

The proposal to reunite the Methodist 
Episcopal church and the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, will be the 


special order of business tomorrow, the 

committee on federation having pre- 

sented a report today indorsine the 

Proposed unification in the belief that 

such union would “hasten the develop- 

ment of a truly world church.” . 
Report on Episcopacy. 

The original report of the Episcopacy 
committee presented to the conference 
today urged the election of seven new 
bishops or general superintendents 
which would increase by two the mem- 
bership of the board of bisnops author- 
ized by the general] conference at Min- 
neapolis four years ag. 

Debate in the conference developed 
a sentiment against any increase in the 
overhead expense of maintaining the 
board of bishops by the addition of 
new members. After three hours of 
discussion the conference recommitted 
the report to the Episcopacy commit- 
tee to reduce the number of bishops 
‘by two was voted down. 

The committee at a special meeting 
in the afternoon finally voted 173 to 
37 to recommend the election of seven 
bishops with powers of general super- 
intendents and a missionary bishop 
for Singapore, in addition to the two 
missionary bishops for Africa. 


The Amusement Question. 


The amusement question came up for 
action today before the committee on 
state of the church, which adopted 
the minority report of a sub-committee 
which had deliberated on the matter. 
The majority of the sub-committee 
headed by James R. Day, of Syracuse 
University, recommended that the pro- 
hibition against theater attendance, 
dancing and games of chance be elimi- 
nated, while the majority recommended 
that the discipline remain unchanged.

SENATE BARS RUBLEE 
FROM U.S. TRADE BOARD 


Nomination Rejected 42 to 36. 
-Rublee “Obnoxious” 
to Gallinger. 


Washington, May 15.—The nomina- 
tion of George Rublee,-of New Hamp- 
shire, as a member of the federal trade 
commission, was rejected today. by the 
senate. Senator Gallinger, the repub- 
lican leader, had opposed the nominee 
for fifteen months on the ground that 
he was “personally obnoxious’ to him, 
apd the power of the senatorial cour- 
tesy tradition was so great that he won 
his point by a vote of 42 to 36 in spite 
of a vigorous and insistant fight by the 
administration for confirmation. 

Mr. Rublee, who has been serving on 
the commission since soon after it was 
created, will lose his post and draw no 
salary for his work unless the senate’s 
action is reconsidered. Five republicans 
voted for his confirmation and four- 
teen democrats voted against it. 


La Feollette Assails Gallinger. 


After the roll call, which followed a 
bitter @ebate, Senator Hollis, of New 
Hampshire, who led the fight for 
Rublee, changed his vote in order to 
move for a reconsideration. This may 
be done at another executive session 
in the near future. The fight in to- 
day’s session reached a climax when 
Senator La Follette assailed Senator 
Gallinger’s position, declaring that this 
was the first time since he had been 
in the senate that the “personally ob- 
noxious” rule had been applied without 
adequate proof, and also the first time 
it had been applied against a national 
appointment. The Wisconsin senator 
insisted that Rublee, although he had 
apposed Senator Gallinger in politics, 
had not conducted himself obnoxiously, 
and in fact that his opposition had been 
gentlemanly. He cited a case where 
he himself several years ago had in- 
voked the “personally obnoxious” rule 
against a Wisconsin nominee for a con- 
sular post at Hong Kong and had sub- 
mitted proofs to a senate committee 
and recalled that notwithstanding this 
Senator Gallinger had voted to cofirm 
the nominee. 

Caustic remarks by Senator, La Fol- 
lette aroused the New Hampshire sena- 
tor and a bitter exchange closed the 
debate. Senator Hillis and others made 
strong pleas for Rublee, maintaining 
that he was an able public servant and 
invaluable to the commission.

firmation were Clapp. Kenyon, La Fol* 
lette, Norris and Poindexter. 

Democrats who voted against con- 
firmation were Bankhead, Broussard, 
Chamberlain, Clarke of Arkansas, Mar- 
tin, Martine, O’Gorman, Reed, Sauis- 
bury, Smith of Georgia, Smith of South 
Carolina, Underwood and Vardaman. 

Mr. Rublee, regarded as a progressive, 
was first nominated to the trade com- 
mission for a term of three years b 
President Wilson in February, 1915. 
Senator Gallinger at once opposed him 
and a hearing was held by a sub- 
committee of the interstate commerce 
committee. The committee eventually 
reported the nomination favorably, but 
a vote in the senate was withheld 
until congress had adjourned. Then the 
president gave Mr. Rublee a recess ap- 
poimtment, returning his nomination 
to the senate in December.
